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FEMA delivers PPE to Miller’s Merry Manor 


Wabash locations among 15,000 
nursing homes across America selected

On April 30, Vice President 
Pence, leader of the White 
House Coronavirus Task 
Force, directed the Feder- 
al Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) to coordi- 
nate shipments of personal 
protective equipment (PPE) 
to more than 15,000 nurs- 


ing homes across Ameri- 
ca. These shipments will 
provide a 14-day supply of 
PPE to staff working in the 
nursing homes, according to 
FEMA. 

FEMA Administrator Pe- 
ter Gaynor stated the agency 
will send the first shipments 
with a seven-day supply 
starting in May, and the sec- 
ond wave in early June. In 


total, FEMA will distribute 
608,000 pieces of eye pro- 
tection, 6.9 million masks, 
6.4 million gowns, and 31.4 
million pairs of gloves. 

Two Miller’s Merry Man- 
or locations in Wabash were 
among those selected. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Thursday, B.J. De- 
Cola, chief operating officer 
of Miller’s Health Systems, 
stated they had confirmed 
that these locations received 
a small shipment of PPE 
from FEMA with gloves, 
surgical masks, and other 


miscellaneous items. 

“We have been working 
continuously throughout 
the pandemic to secure PPE 
and other supplies from nu- 
merous sources. Any addi- 
tions such as these from the 
FEMA shipment are helpful, 
along with the generosity of 
many communities and vol- 
unteers who have donated 
masks and made gowns,” 
stated DeCola. 

DeCola stated they have 
so far had no cases of 
COVID-19 in the Wabash 
buildings. 


“We continue to remain 
diligent and adhere to our 
policies based on the rec- 
ommendations of the CDC 
and ISDH should there be an 
indication that testing of any 
patient or employee needs to 
occur. Also, we are currently 
working with the ISDH to 
finalize the logistics and de- 
tails to accomplish mandato- 
ry employee testing during 
June,” stated DeCola.

ISDH adds 
two more 
local positive 
COVID-19 
cases; total 
now 76 


State still reports 
two Wabash County 
deaths, and now 
reports 934 tests 


STAFF REPORT 


On Friday, the Indiana State 
Department of Health ISDH) 
reported two additional posi- 
tive cases of COVID-19 in 
Wabash County, bringing the 
local total to 76. 

The state still reported two 
local deaths, and now reports 
934 tests. 

Statewide on Friday, the 
ISDH announced that 521 ad- 
ditional Hoosiers have been 
diagnosed with COVID-19 
through testing at ISDH, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and 
private laboratories. That 
brings to 33,558 the total 
number of Indiana residents 
known to have the novel 
coronavirus following cor- 
rections to the previous day’s 
total. 

The intensive care unit and 
ventilator capacity remain 
steady. As of Friday, nearly 
38 percent of ICU beds and 
nearly 83 percent of ventila- 
tors are available. 

A total of 1,946 Hoosiers 
are confirmed to have died 
from COVID-19, an increase 
of 40 over the previous day 
following a correction to the 
previous day’s total. Anoth- 
er 164 probable deaths have 
been reported based on clin- 
ical diagnoses in patients for 
whom no positive test is on 
record, following a correc- 
tion to the previous day’s to- 
tal. Deaths are reported based 
on when data are received by 
ISDH and occurred over mul- 
tiple days. 

To date, 248,713 tests have 
been reported to ISDH, up 
from 242,287 on Thursday. 

Hoosiers who have symp- 
toms of COVID-19 and those 
who have been exposed and 
need a test to return to work 
are encouraged to visit a

The COVID-19 pandemic 
has caused significant dis- 
ruption and anxiety to in- 
dividuals and the financial 
markets. Because fraud- 
sters often try to capital- 
ize on current issues and 
problems to promote their 
scams, Indiana Secretary 
of State Connie Lawson 


issued an investor advisory 
on exempt securities offer- 
ings, also known as “pri- 
vate placements,” in light 
of the coronavirus pandem- 
ic, according to Ian Hauer, 
deputy communications di- 
rector. 

A private placement is a 
securities offering that is 
not required by law to be 
registered with federal or 
state securities regulators. 
Private placements allow 
companies to sell stocks, 
bonds or other securities to 
investors without complet- 


raise awareness of private offering risks 


ing the rigorous disclosures 
necessary in a registered 
offering. 

Businesses raising capital 
through private placement 
offerings often have limited 
operating histories and fre- 
quently have modest rev- 
enues compared to larger 
public companies. They are 
not required to provide as 
much information to inves- 
tors as public companies 
are required to provide un- 
der federal securities laws. 

Private offerings made 
under Rule 506 are not re- 


viewed by regulators and, 
as a result, there is an in- 
creased potential for fraud. 
The most recent enforce- 
ment statistics collected 
by the North American 
Securities Administrators 
Association, of which 
the Secretary of State is 
a member, identified pri- 
vate placements as one of 
the most frequent sources 
of enforcement actions by 
state securities regulators. 
The advisory provides an 
overview of private place- 
ment offerings, the risks 


associated with these offer- 
ings, and the steps inves- 
tors can take to minimize 
their risk of falling victim 
to fraudulent private place- 
ment offerings.

Solar probe to pass 
through comet’s tail 


BERLIN (AP) — The Euro- 
pean Space Agency said Fri- 
day that its Solar Orbiter probe 
will pass through the tail of a 
comet in the coming days and 
scientists plan to switch on its 
instruments early to conduct 
some “bonus science.” 

Solar Orbiter was launched 
in February on a mission to 
capture the first pictures of 
the sun’s elusive poles and the 
chance encounter with comet 
ATLAS wasn’t planned. 

After being alerted to the op- 
portunity by Geraint Jones of 
Britain’s Mullard Space Sci- 
ence Laboratory, mission sci-

You might, however, 
suggest to your boss, once 
people are no longer work- 
ing remotely, that it would 
be wise to issue a memo 
about the importance of 
frequent hand-washing.

nother African-American 

man has died during an 
encounter with Minneapolis 
police, leaving a community 
to process more outrage and 
heartbreak. 

Minneapolis Mayor Jacob 
Frey announced Tuesday that 
the four officers involved in 
George Floyd’s death have 
been fired. Both the FBI and 
the Bureau of Criminal Appre- 
hension (BCA) are investi- 
gating, and the Minneapolis 
Police Department is likely 
to conduct its own review. 
That process is critical. All of 
the facts must be examined 
in a credible and transparent 
process. 

Yet based on the shocking 
Facebook video that the public 
has seen thus far, it’s difficult 
to imagine why it would be 
necessary for one officer to 
press his knee into the neck of 
the handcuffed man, who can 
be heard telling officers he’s 
in distress before he appears to 
become unresponsive. 

“Please, please, please, I 
can’t breathe. Please, man,” 
Floyd is heard saying on the 
video. 

The white officer, identi- 
fied as Derek Chauvin in a 
Star Tribune news story, also 
ignored pleas from nearby 
witnesses to get off Floyd 


and just put him in the squad 
vehicle. Another officer, who 
the story identified as Tou 
Thao, appears to be more 
concerned with crowd control 
than Floyd’s condition. 

Even if Floyd had been 
resisting officers before being 
pushed face down on the 
pavement and handcuffed, as 
an initial police news release 
stated, how could the knee to 
the neck be justified? John El- 
der, an MPD spokesman who 
is a part-time sheriff’s deputy 
in another county, told report- 
ers that the technique was not 
authorized by the department. 

“In my years as an officer, 
that would not be what I would 
ever consider a chokehold,” 
Elder said. 

The nonviolent incident that 
led to Floyd’s death began 
about 8 p.m. Monday, when 
police were called about a 
person trying to use coun- 
terfeit money at Cup Foods 
in south Minneapolis. Police 
arrived and found Floyd, who 
matched the suspect’s descrip- 
tion, sitting on the hood of his 
car. Cops ordered him away 
from vehicle and took him 
into custody. What followed, 
at least in part, is captured on 
the Facebook video. A cause 
of death has not yet been 
determined. 


A visibly shaken Frey said 
Tuesday that Floyd should not 
have lost his life in the encoun- 
ter. “Being black in America 
should not be a death sen- 
tence ... For five minutes, we 
watched a white officer press 
his knee into a black man’s 
neck. Five minutes. When you 
hear someone calling for help, 
you're supposed to help. This 
officer failed in the most basic, 
human sense ... Whatever the 
investigation reveals, it does 
not change the simple truth, 
[Floyd] should still be with us 
this morning,” Frey said. 

Gov. Tim Walz released a 
statement saying “‘the lack of 
humanity in this disturbing 
video is sickening. We will get 
answers and seek justice. This 
must stop now.” 

Frey, Walz and other public 
officials and law enforcement 
leaders pledging that justice 
will be served will face an in- 
creasingly skeptical public not 
only in Minnesota, but across 
the nation. 

Too often black men end 
up injured or dead in offi- 
cer-involved confrontations 
in America. And too often 
the investigations into those 
incidents end up leaving more 
questions than answers.

Black lives remain expendable 


o you want to prevent the 

kind of rioting, looting 
and arson we saw in Minne- 
apolis on Wednesday night? 
Then stop police officers and 
racist vigilantes from killing 
black men, like 
George Floyd 
and Ahmaud 
Arbery. Stop 
treating African 
Americans 
like human 
trash and start 
treating us like 
citizens. 

I condemn 
riots, destruc- 
tion, property theft and all 
manner of senseless violence. 
But I understand the feeling 
that animates these spasms. 
When I watch the video of offi- 
cer Derek Chauvin kneeling 
on Floyd’s neck, choking the 
life out of him and ignoring 
his cries of distress, I want 
to throw something. When I 
see the video of Gregory and 
Travis McMichael accosting 
and shooting Arbery, I want 
to throw something else. I 
can’t help but think of my own 
two sons and how, for either 
of them, a routine encounter 
with police — or a run-in with 
self-appointed sheriffs — could 
be fatal. I want to scream. 

I feel this way even though I 
have status in this society, an 
income that allows me to live 
comfortably, and a megaphone 
— in the form of this column 
and my television appearances 
— with which to make my com- 
plaints and opinions heard. I 
wonder how Id feel if I lacked 
these things, if I were power- 
less and voiceless. I wonder 
where my frustration and rage 
would find their outlet. 

We’ve been through this so 
many times that we can always 
cite earlier killings as reference 
points to put new killings in 
context. 

Floyd’s killing took place just

across the Mississippi River 
from the suburb where, four 
years ago, an innocent cafeteria 
worker named Philando Castile 
was pulled over in a traffic 
stop by police officer Jeronimo 
Yanez, who thought Castile re- 
sembled a robbery suspect be- 
cause he had a “wide-set nose.” 
How many black men have 
wide-set noses? What black 
man, in Yanez’s view, would 
not have looked suspicious? 
Castile understood the danger 
he was in. He was a licensed 
gun owner, and told the officer 
that his gun was in the car in 
a deliberate attempt to defuse 
their interaction. Yanez warned 
Castile not to pull out the 
weapon; Castile responded 
that he was not pulling it out; 
the nervous Yanez shot Castile 
dead. All of this was captured 
on video by Castile’s girl- 
friend, while her 4-year-old 
daughter sat in the back seat. 
Yanez was charged with man- 
slaughter and acquitted. 
Floyd’s last words of anguish 
— “I can’t breathe” — were the 
same as those of Eric Garner, 
who in 2014 was approached 
by New York policemen for 
standing on a Staten Island 
sidewalk, selling loose ciga- 
rettes. Officer Daniel Pantaleo 
put Garner in a chokehold 
and killed him. Pantaleo was 
never charged with a crime. He 
wasn’t fired until last August, 
and he is suing the department, 
arguing that his termination 
was “arbitrary and capricious.” 
Arbery’s killing on Feb. 
20 in Brunswick, Georgia, 
brought back the memory of 
Trayvon Martin, a baby-faced 
17-year-old, who in 2012 was 
innocently walking through an 
Orlando suburb when he was 
stalked by George Zimmer- 
man, a wannabe cop who had 
appointed himself guardian 
of the neighborhood. After 
a struggle, Zimmerman shot 
Martin dead. Zimmerman 


was charged with murder and 
acquitted. 

Not only do these unwarrant- 
ed killings of black men keep 
happening. They also keep 
going unpunished. 

Yes, Gregory and Travis 
McMichael — along with 
William “Roddie” Bryan Jr., 
who recorded Arbery’s killing 
on cellphone video — have 
been arrested and charged with 
murder. And yes, Derek Chau- 
vin and the three other police 
officers who watched him kill 
Floyd have been fired, and 
Minneapolis Mayor Jacob Frey 
has called for criminal charges 
to be filed against them. 

But if the only result is anoth- 
er couple of trial-of-the-centu- 
ry media circuses that produce 
lots of drama and controversy 
but no justice, then nothing 
will change. 

Please don’t try to tell me 
that somehow these killings are 
about anything other than race. 
Floyd, Arbery, Garner and 
Martin were unarmed. Castile 
was legally carrying his pistol; 
while black Americans didn’t 
always have Second Amend- 
ment rights, we do now. All of 
them are dead. 

Just a couple of weeks ago, 
hundreds of white protesters, 
some carrying all manner of 
deadly weapons, stormed into 
the Michigan state capitol and 
disrupted legislators trying 
to do their official business. 
Police saw them as exercising 
their constitutional rights and 
let them come and go without 
incident. 

A mostly black crowd pro- 
testing Floyd’s killing, on the 
other hand, was met with tear 
gas and rubber bullets. City 
officials perceived the Minne- 
apolis unrest as an emergency. 
This nation needs to under- 
stand that life-threatening 
racism is an emergency, too.

Disaster preparedness in COVID-19 era 


As Hoosiers take shelter from COVID-19, it’s also 
important to prepare for other threats that visit our 
communities each spring in the form of flooding and 
tornadoes. Dealing with severe weather disasters is 
challenging in the best of times, but with healthcare 
workers and first-responders stretched thin, appropriate 
planning takes on new importance today. 

Yes, spring is here, and for the Midwest, that means 
a higher risk of floods and tornadoes. Forecasting from 
The National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion’s Climate Prediction Center calls for “above-av- 
erage precipitation in the central and eastern United 
States.” And while this year may not match the historic 
2019 floods, significant rainfall events could still trigger 
flood conditions and put people and communities at 
risk. 

Tornadoes are also a threat to the Hoosier state, and 
spring is prime tornado season. In 2017, 220 people 
needed emergency shelter from a very destructive 
tornado in Kokomo, requiring massive response and 
recovery operations. And recently, at the end of March, 
two EF-2 tornadoes hit Newburgh and required some 
3,000 people to respond — while keeping the appropri- 
ate social distance — to a disaster that still has that com- 
munity reeling. 

While community preparedness is always essential, 
this spring we need to think about it in the context of a 
pandemic. Response and recovery would take longer 
and be much more complicated than usual. Supply lines 
may not be functioning; hospitals may be overflowing 
and under-equipped; and medical professionals may be 
swamped. Loss of income during this economic down- 
turn creates additional stresses, especially for families 
who may be vulnerable to the sudden financial impact 
of a damaging weather event. 

The question for all communities is: “Are we ready?” 
State and local governments, agencies, and community 
partners across the country are poring over complexities 
the pandemic adds to emergency plans. Our systems are 
still in place, but they are certainly being adapted. 

The Red Cross, for example, is considering how the 
virus would affect community response amidst contin- 
ued social distancing. Clearly sheltering protocols and 
other efforts will be altered due to the pandemic, with 
coordinated guidance from public health officials. 

The Red Cross will identify hotels as shelters instead 
of traditional locations like school gyms or community 
centers. The six-foot separation will be maintained for 
key functions including registration, and food drop-off, 
and meals will be individually-packaged. A tempera- 
ture screening and monitoring system will put in place, 
with isolation areas built for symptomatic/diagnosed 
individuals. 

Hoosiers can also ease the burden on emergency 
responders by preparing for severe weather events. 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency offer tips 
regarding flooding, while ready.gov/plan has important 
general information on disaster preparedness. Easy 
steps like clearing out storm drains can reduce surface 
flooding. And Hoosiers can also sign up to give blood 
or volunteer at redcross.org. 

Local governments can evaluate their capacity to han- 
dle the more frequent extreme weather we are seeing 
in the Midwest and help address the weak spots. The 
Hoosier Resilience Index, developed by Indiana Uni- 
versity’s Environmental Resilience Institute, is a good 
place to start. 

By thinking ahead and taking action now, local gov- 
ernments and communities can reduce their vulnerabil- 
ities. Preparation for natural disasters is always import- 
ant. In these uncertain times, it is essential.
